RELIGION OF THE EAST. 

From the great book of Denumipn- 
tions, we endeavour to, present a skel- 
of the Munster, or Anima! now faty 
jtening in the old world eumong pilgrims, 
phiguiis; heathans, Turks, Tartars, o1 
whatever other name may worship God, 
gods, images, or any thing else. Begin 
ning at the head we have the Roman 
Catholic, which was established by th: 
bishops of Rome 570 years after 
Christ; the Waldenses in the year 1120; 
the Greek church 1621; the Russian 
church grew out of circrmstances from 
the Catholic, and was probably its own 
master, about 1721; the Russian secta- 
ries, are churches of dissenters and pro~ 
bably began to be known religious 
bodies abort 1750;. the Monophysiter 
und Nestorians are supposed to have e- 
rose from schisms in the Greek churcl. 
about the same time; the Armenian 
church is undoubtedly older than the 
Catholic, dating its commencment as fa: 
the Jacobite 
church, begun in 588; the Georgian 
church, was established in the days of 
Constantine, and is gow numerous, bot! 
as to churches and communicants, having 
had the Bible printed in their own lan 
guege at Moscow, 1743.

mote; in fact the Coptic church ho'ds 
that Saint Mark established it; and tha 
idea is streng:hewed by their containing 
twelve bishops, under a patriarch; anv 
she Abyssinian church was probably 
founded by Philip.

There are now no houses. no estules, 
no secd-time; ail has been leveled anu 
destroyed by the fury of the maridatiop. 
Nor have we even a place in which to 
bury the dead. Should the flood cuntin- 
ve a mooth longer, we shall sue the dead 
bodies of men,. women ond children, wih 
those of the wild beasts of the mountains 
tnd domestic animals, all fleating togeths 
upon the waters. 

The inhabitants of this proviace have 
applied to the Executive power for aid to 
alleviate their necessities. we hope that 
the Government will come promptly and 
generously to the rescue. e have suf - 
lered more than Barivas and Moturin, who 
were both sucoored by Cuougress. Bari. 
nas and Maturia suflered by fire; they 
lost their houses, but we have lest our 
houses, our fields. a grest aumber of an- 
mals, and that which is still worse, an 
year of labor, eur crops and our 


We have nothing to add: our losses 
are inexpressible; we have arrived at the 
climax of misfortune and calamity. We 
hg you to give place in your valuable 
Purnal to this palild description of our 
conflicts and our miseries; may Provi-. 
dence look on us with eyes of mercy, 
and may the Government of our country 
bot suffer to perish the last remains of « 
Province that has afforded such important 
services ip the di-astrous war of ludy- 
pendence!

The committee on 
Epi-copacy, under the special instruction of the 
confereece, reported a statement of the facts, 
from which it appears beyond controversy tnat 
he was connected with slavery, and was in fact 
aslavebolder, A resolution was first introduced 
asking him to resign; but this was subsequently 
superceded by another declaring it to be the 


Hisense of the conference that he should cease to 


exercise the functions of his office until the im- 
pediment of his connection with slavery should 
no longer exist. The debate on this resolution 
lasted about a fortnight, the south occupying 
the largest share of the time. The north, with 
bat few exceptions, contended that the resolu- 
tion was the very last which could preserve the 
church here from destruction, while the south 
declared, without a dissenting voice, that its 
passage would bring disaster and ruin upon her. 
The former affirmed the lawfulness of the meas- 
ure, while the latter strenuously maintained 
that it was extra-judicial and atterly subversive 
of the Discipline. The excitement was intense, 
and all hope of a compro mise was apparently at 
an end. In. these circumstances, the bishops 
interposed and endeavored to persuade the par- 
ties to postpone all action on the question anti! 
the next general conference, to be beld in 1848. 
This proposition satisfied neither party. and 
was therefore dropped by general consent.— 
Then came the final struggle—the resolution 
was put to vote and adopted by a lurge majori- 
ty, nearly the whole north voting in its favor. 
The south united in a strong protest against 
the proceeding, written by Dr. Bascom, of Ken- 
tucky, which was placed on the journal and re- 
ferred to a committee of three on the part of 
the majority. This committee of «hich Dr. 
Durbin was chairman, on the | st day of the 
session submitted a reply to the protest which 
was also entered on the jou nal. 

The lines having been thus dis‘inctly drawn 
betwees the parties, the next step taken was to 
rescind the resolution of 1840, declaring it in- 
expedient to permit colored persons to give tes- 
‘imony in church trial , in all cases where such 
testimony is not allowed by the civil courts.— 
This resolution had been a source of great trou- 
ble at the north, and it was repealed by a strong 
vote, without much discussion, 

Thus defeated on: very issue. the southern 
delegates united in a forma) declaration tha: the 
farther jurisdiction of the general conference 
over the conferences at the south would be in- 
consistent «ith the success of the ministry in 
this part of the country. This declaration was 
referred to a committee of nine, who were in- 
structed, in case they could not succeed in ma- 
king an amicable adjustment of the difficulty, 
to devise. if possib ¢, a plan for a «onstitutional 
divi-ion ofthe church. The committee ma‘e 
their report on Friday, the 7thinst. They pro- 
posed to submit a proposition to the annual 
conferences for such an alterat on of the resric- 
tive articles of the Discipline as would permit 
the next general conference, in case the South 
should find it necessary to withdraw and form 
a new ecclesiastical organization, to make an 
amicable division of all the church property.— 
This proposition was adopted by a nearly unan- 
imous vote, and if sanctioned by the annua) 
conferences, as it probably will be, the south 
will be free to secede from the church if she 
choose to do so. Whether she will do this or 
not, time only can determine ”

Highty Important News from the 
Oregon Emigrants.—The Indepen- 
dence (Jacksun co.) Expositor, of the 
7th inst., furnishes us the following 
ue Ws: 

Five men arrived in our town this 
week, direct from Fort Laramie. 
They bring news from the Oregon 
emigrants up to the 3d of August. 
[hey inform us that the last of the 
emigrants left Fort Laramie for Ore- 
yon Territory, on’that day. From 
this to Fort Laramie is about 800 
miles. The emigrants expected to 
reach their place of destination about 
the Ist of October. Our imtormant 


states that the emigrants were badly 


off tor flour and bread stuffs, having, 
nothing like a supply to carry them 
through. They could not get a sup- 
ply at Fort Laramie, although there 
was a largequantity in Fort—the price 
being $40 per barrel, anc could only 
be bought with cash, 

The emigrants were well supplied 
with bacon—having a surplus on hand. 
It suld at the Fort at five cents per 
pound, and was rather dull thaa other- 
wise at that price. Their stock was 
szenerally inluw order,and their teams 
were weak. ‘This it was supposed 
was caused by the floods of rain 
which fell during the early part of 
their journey. Itrained on them in- 
cessantly for thé first two months of 
their bps and nearly every water 
course they passed was swimming. 
They state that, the water courses 
renerally, from here to. Big Platte. 
were. unusually high the present sea- 
son, which accounts for the great rise 
ve had in the Missouri river this year.
